of 57 to 46, the house defeated the 
mooted Bronson 
bill, providing for 


uniform primary 
elections. It was 


aimed at city and county conventions. 
The Woodburn measure, reducing the 
compensation of county auditors for 
collecting the Dow tax, also met defeat 
ia the house. Mr. Van Dusen's bill, 
providing for depositories for town- 
ship funds, was lost in the house, then 
reconsidered and ordered on the cal- 
endar. 
tax law. The senate previously passed 
a pill repealing the law, but it was 
killed by the house committee on tax- 
ation, to which it was referred. The 
passage of a repeal measure was 
brought about through 
J-ybarg^r's 


amendment of the Reed bill that had 
been favorably reported, raisiug the 
exemption under the law. It is expect- i 
ed the house bill will now be accepted 
by the senate. 


The senate passed the Ward bill, 


providing that no railroad company 
can maintain a relief association if 
any of the rules of which shall require 
any person or employe becoming a 
member thereof to enter into a cont- 
tract whereby such person or employe 
surrenders or waives any right of 
damage against any railroad company 
tor personal injuries or death.

lines; S. E., Mr. Espy, regulating the 


conduct of elections, "making the stat- 
ute of limitations two years, and pro- 
viding that an elector cannot be con- 
victed of an attempt to fraudulently 
Tote unless he "knowingly" does so.

Bills introduced in senate: Mr.

Mr. Pollock, to provide for the cre- 
ation of a commission to recommend 
such changes in the law aa may be 
necessary for the regulatios of eoal 
mines in Ohio, commission to consist 
of nine members appointed by the 
governor and confirmed by the senate, 
four to be practical miners, four own- 
ers or operators, and one from the of- 
fice of the chief inspector of mines. 


Senator Harper launched several In- 


surance measures. One provides that 
the superintendent ot insurance shall 
investigate all reports ot violation ot 
the laws of the state, take testimony 
and furnish the same to the prosecn- 
tion. It also provides for the appoint- 
ment of a warden to detect violation 
of the insurance laws. Another pro- 
vides that no foreign Insurance com- 
pany shall be allowed to do business in 
Ohio unless it has paid all taxes and 
penalties assessed against it tor viola- 
tion of laws relating to insurance. If 
convicted of violations of law, inch 
companies shall forfeit 20 per cent of 
premiums written in Ohio.

Prospects are now good for tha 


State Legislature to make an appro- 
priation to be used in improving the 
Miami and Erie canal, says the Del- 
phos Herald. Senator Berry is one of 
the men back of the move but just 
what amount will be asked for is not 
known at. this time. In r-aversation 
with Capt. J. R. Spencer, or the State 
Boat, the Herald learned that a large 
kmount of business would be done 
on the old state waterway if only suf- 
ficient money could be secured to 
make repairs at various places and 
to clean out the channel where need- 
ed. The canal from Delphos to To- 
ledo and from Dayton to Cincinnati 
could be put in shape for traffic with 
very little expense, while the largest 
amount of the appropriation would 
have to be expended along the line 
between Delphos and Dayton. Quite 
a number of the locks are rotted 
down and will have to be replaced 
with new ones and it is the Intention, 
if new ones aro built, to construct 
them of concrete, which will be sub- 
stantial and allay all repairs here- 
after. 


•A large number of the locks are in 


pretty good shape with exception of 
the gates, which will have to be re- 
placed with new ones. 
There are 


also a number of nqueducts which 
will have to be reconstructed. There 
are only a few of tlic cW boats left 
a,* *his division, but Mr. Spencer U 
ov the ortnion that if the channel is 
placed in passable condition the en- 
tire length, the Ohio Boat company 
3f Dayton will put on a large number 
of crafts which will give the canal 
in old-time appearance. These boata 
do not wash the banks and are much 
faster than when towed by mule or 
lorse. 
Should an appropriation be 


made to improve this waterway the 
contention that has existed between 
the friends of the canal and those 
who opposed it, for the last ten or 
more years, would be allayed for 
years to come, and would be a step 
towards a ship canal, as the new 
locks put in would probably be made 
of suffiient. size to accommodate the 
smaller lake vessels. 


'Give 'us an appropriation sufficient 


to put the canals in conditions for 
traffic the entire length, and do not 
destroy the pioneer waterway which 
was tho means of opening up West- 
ern Ohio in the early days. 
Just 


what amount, would be required to 
do this work would ba difficult to de- 
termine without a thorough investi- 
gation.

Pack close- 
ly In a quart glass jar, leaving an inch 
of space at the top. and fit on the top 
and rubber Set the jar In n deep ket- 
tle of cold water and cover tlie kettle 
tightly. After it comes to a boil let the 
wnt?r boil three or four hours. Set asiue 
until the water Is cold and then nlacff 
the jar just as it Is on ir« until neodeiJ. 
Take two tablespoonfnls of this ex- 
tracted julco and dilute with twice as 
much hot water, add salt to taste and 
serve at once. 


Ornuiie Cream. 


For a quart of ruilk use the grated 


rind and juice of two good oraages ami 
one lemon. JIix-the.se with a cupful of 
sugar and dissolve in a double boiler a 
quarter of a boxful of gelatin (having 
first soaked it in a little of the rui 
in a quart of rich milk. Beat the- yolks 
and whites of three eggs separately, 
add tlie yolks to the gelatin and when 
it begins to thicken add tho frnit arid 
sugar. Remove from the fire and fold 
in the stiffly beaten whites. Set away 
to harden in a handsome mold and 
serve with whipped cream, or arrange 
small squares of spon;;c cake ou as 
many individual plates as reouirtil and 
poar over each n portion of the wreuui. 
Top with whipped cream when set.

I say this net because

that 


Lima would not be a paying propo- 
sition, but simply to show you that 
If the league Is maintainable, Lima 
will lie as a baseball town as long as 
any other city in the league.

way it is done in this:From 
every 


game that Is played In the various 
cities there is a sum equal to 10 per 
cent, of the gross gate receipts sent 
to the president of the league as 
a sinking fund from which the ex- 
penses of any team that is behind In 
its finances are paid. Thus, if Lima 
would take in $200 at a game and 
Pt. Wayne $500, Lima would send 
in $20 to tha expense fund and Ft. 
Wayne S50, These various amounts 
sent in from tho different cities noon 
form a fund that can be reckoned 
with in case of a slump of any :l.ty 
in the league. So It is plain on the 
face of the thing that all that Is 
nec«ssn.ry to secure professional base 
ball for Lima is to get the grounds 
located at such a point that people 
can reach it conveniently, and the 
rest will be easy. 


"As to paying a railroad company 


to put up a park, It can be 
easily 


seen that, if, v-!'h btir Sunday games 
which will average at. least 
1000 


people, the car lino can depend upon 
an overage of nearly 
500 
at each 


•game 
during the season. 
That 


would mean close to $50 per day and 
with the seventy games played here 
an income of $3,000 would not be a 
high estimate. That
